paign. These German planes are all 
In Hying condHion and will be u A in 
all of the demonstrations diirir.™ tho 
loan. The best types of American 
planes developed during th" WW will 
be demonstrated to the American peo- 
ple to show what has been achieved 
as a result of the generous response to 
Liberty Loan Campaigns. 

Among tho cities to be visited aro 
Bt. Louis, Louisville, Memphis and 
Little Rock, In the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District. 

A flying squadron made up of Ameri- 
can. French and British flyers will 
tour each of three districts beginning 
April 10th. The eastern t ;ur will be- 
gin at .Mineola, Long Island; the mid-, 
die western tour will begin at New 
Orleans and the far western tour at 
San Diego. Each squadron will bo 
carried In a special train of eleven 
cars, traveling at night. Nine end 
door bae^ago cars will be required to 
carry the sevonteen airplanes In ench 
squadron. Each train will bo pre- 
ceded by an officer, who will select 
landing fields and make arrangements 
with local Liberty Loan committees 
for the entertainment of the flyers. 

Tb.9 names of tho six great British 
flyers are not yet known. However, 
the United States Government hns 
been informed by the British Govern- 
ment that six of tho best British flyers 
(developed during tho war will bo hero 
In time for tho toura. The delegation 
of eight French flyers has already left 
France for tho United States. One 
of the French flyers hag a record of 
forty-three victories over German ad- 
versaries. Another made 179 bomb- 
ing trip* over German lines. 

Photographs of the Signal Corps will 
accompany each squadron. They will 
take war photographs of each of the 
American cities visited" The general' 
program to be followed In each city 
visited ill be as follows: Two Amer- 
ican scout planes will rise to drop 
Victory Loan literature over the city. 
Four German planes will then attack 
these two American planes in the air. 
Four Amr ican planes will then drlvo 
off the Gorman planes and the flyers 
will give demonstrations of aerlaj 
acrobatics. Parados will precede the 
flights. Citizens will be able to see 
the plunes unloaded and set up in the 
morning and knocked down for ship- 
after the flights.

THE WAR IS OVER 

That the war Is officially over 
nnd that regulations promulgated 
by the Secretary of War for the 
period of the "present war" are 
therefore null and void was the de- 
cision of Judge Walter Evans in 
the United States District Court to- 
day In granting a motion for a new 
trial to Harry Hicks, a restaurant 
keeper, found guilty of keeping a 
disorderly house within the five- 
mile zone surrounding Camp Zach 
nry Taylor. 

Despite the fact that no treaty 
has been signed. Judge Evans said, 
the war came to an end with the ar- 
mistice. History shows many ca 
of wars ending without the signing 
of a treaty, he said, and he quoted 
the address of PresidebJ Wilson to 
a joint session of Congress after 
the signing of the armistice, in 
which lie said: 

,'The war thus comes to an end 
for having accepted the terms of 
the armistice. It will bo impossible 
for the German Government to re- 
new hostilities. It is not now possi 
hie to assess the consequences of 
this great war's con8Umnu;t ion. 
We know only the war Is at an end.' 
In his conclusion, tho court said: 
"it Is urged that Congress alone 
can terminate the war, but that 
does not follow for tho Constlt m Ion 
while In express terms gives Con- 
gress the sole power,, of declaring 
wur. In no way so expresses itself 
us to give that body any authority 
to terminate tho war.

,'So in this case, while Congress 
lias not officially declared v ar end- 
ed, in Its presence the Commander- 
in-Chief of the army did officially 
declare that war to bo at an end. 
Authoritative publication.- show 
tkal while war is usually i. rminat- 
ed by ■ treaty of pence and that 
such treaty Is tho best evidence of 
such a termination, history Bhows 
many instances in which there was 
no treaty. 

The President's official com- 
munication before Congress met all 
conditions. It was made on a nota- 
ble occasion und attract! d the at- 
tention of the civilized world. 

"For certain reasons there has 
bam no tnaty signed, but it is 
claimed that the war ended last 
November and the message of the 
President met with all universal uc- 
ceptance by the people, in advance 
of the treaty it is possible for the 
war to break out again, but if it 
daw not da m, esrtsinly the war is 
lit an end. Again tin- I resident's 
official communication w is either 
true or rhetorical optimism. This 
court Is by no means at liberty to 
yield to tin latter alternative, for it 
Is clearly of the opinion that the 
war is over."
